Eric J o hnsto n, speaking as chairman o f the na­ 
tio nal co nference o n family life in Washingto n last 
week, minced no wo rds in co ming to the po int that 
this co untry's families need to strengthen themselves. 
It's an interesting idea—interesting because it puts 
the emphasis o n self-help, where It belo ngs. 
Whatever go vernment might do in the way o f 
better educatio n, aid fo r better ho using, health and so 
o n is incidental to the help each family sho uld give 
itself 
There needs to be, in o ther wo rds, mo re at­ 
tentio n within families to the welfare o f their mem­ 
bers. 
Like all established Institutio ns that are highly 
cherished, the family may be taken fo r granted at 
the expense o f its o wn welfare. 
Its members beco me 
careless abo ut their o bligatio ns. 
Bad habit* get a 
fo o tho ld, and go o d habit* are no t created to cro ss o ut 
I he bad o nes. 
Even basic essentials are neglected—co nsideratio n 
fo r o thers, mutual pleasures, co mmo n so lutio ns fo r 
co mmo n pro blem* etc. 
The family, as co untless co urt 
leco rds grimly attest, disintegrates and thrusts upo n 
so ciety the pro blems o f it* disintegratio n. 
Even such vital essentials as pro per no urishment 
and a decent regard fo r health and mo rals may be 
neglected—« nd o ften In the mo st fo rtunately situated 
families, as far as Inco me Is co ncerned. As ao cio llgtsts 
well kno w, delinquency—bo th adult and J uvenile—is 
no t co rrelated with lo w Inco me but with the to ne o f 
family life- 
The next time so meo ne inquires casually, “ and 
who 's the family? " it might be a go o d Idea to wo nder 
whether the custo mary respo nse--"J ust fine, thank 
yo u’—Is truthful. Ho w IS the family? 


The bill's bipartisan spo nso rs say these po ssibilities 
have been pro vided against.

He sho uld understand the ro le o f ho useho ld pets 
In the general scheme o f things 
He sho uld kno w 
lio w to unbend In the presence o f children and pref­ 
erably sho uld be a wo rking parent with the scars to 
sho w fo r it. 
He sho uld understand why fishing and 
hunting are impo rtant in a co untry o nly lately en­ 
gaged in tho se pursuit* fro m necessity. 
He sho uld 
be subject to at least o ne o f the mino r vices, such as 
smo king, taking an o ccasio nal drink, reading trashy 
literature, o r playing hide-and-seek with the members 
o f his bo dyguard, which was o ne o f Calvin Co o ltdge’s 
litU© fo ibles. 
If po ssible, he sho uld lo o k like a chief 
executive o f the United States, with a view to having 
his pro file o n a co in, 
It also 1* desirable that he 
sho uld have so me engaging weakness in his cho ice o f 
clo thing, such as a navy cap like Franklin D. Ro o se­ 
velt's, o r a cho ker co llar like Mr. Ho o ver’s. 
A man might get to be President witho ut any o f 
these qualificatio ns, but he'd have a 
hard time. 
Peo ple wo uld be suspicio us. They’d keep watching him 
to see what he was up to . 


Whatever Became o f Them? 
There used to be American citizens who se ho nesty 
was so to r abo ve repro ach that no o ne co uld challenge 
their ability to make fair and impartial decisio ns. 
Whatever became o f them? 
In recent years It has beco me co mmo n to assume 
that every individual Is grinding an ax; that impar­ 
tiality is o ut o f the questio n; that all decisio ns reflect 
the Influence o f whatever mino rity Wo e the decider 
U fo r o r against.

Once these had been tho ro ughly 
investigated, chemists went to wo rk 
to mo dify thio uracil in such a way

result is pro phylthlo uracil, 
% drug with twice the po tency and 
scarcely a tenth o f the to xic effects 
o f its fo rerunner. 
Thyro id Gland 
In to xic go iter the thyro id gland 
pro duces such an excessive amo unt 
o f its secretio n that it 
acts as 
a 
po iso n to cause such sympto ms as 
intense 
nervo usness, 
rapid 
heart 
beat, irritability, and lo ss o f weight. 
So metimes there Is enlargement 
o f the thyro id gland In the neck, 
and bulging o f the eyeballs. There 
may also be high blo o d pressure and 
excessive presperatio n o f the hands. 
To day, the use o f pro phylthio ura- 
cii Is regarded as being as safe as 
o peratio n fo r the remo val o f the 
thyro id gland. 
If the drug can be administered 
regularly in the pro per do .se and

The drug is given each 
day. 
Rapid impro vement in the symp­ 
to ms o ccurs with the us© o f pro pyl­ 
thio uracil 
kut the drug must no t 
be disco ntinued o r the do sage re­ 
duced Just because the patient feeis 
better, if either o f these things is 
do ne, the sympto m» will pro mptly 
recur On the o ther hand, appar­ 
ently there are so me patients who 
do no t respo nd to this preparatio n 
and. in such instances, o peratio n is 
necessary 
Unfo rtunately, certain reactio ns to 


the drug may o ccur, such as hives, 
pain in the jo ints, sickness at the 
sto mach, and a sensatio n o f numb­ 
ness. Ho wever, such reactio ns de­ 
velo p in less than o ne o ut o f every 
thirty cases. 
Operatio n Necessary 
If, after th# use o f pho pylQtio ur- 
acil, It Is fo und necessary to o perate 
o n the 
thyro id 
gland, 
the

sho uld be sto pped fo r a sho rt pe­ 
rio d prio r to o peratio n, and the pa­ 
tient given io dine. 
This will serve to decrease the ten­ 
d en cy to b leed at the time o f the 
o peratic« !.

Treatment with this drug do es 
no t require ho spitalizatio n no r it is 
necessary fo r the patient to dis­ 
co ntinue his no rmal activities. Ex­ 
cept in cares o f unusual severity, 
the medical treatment o f the to xic 
go iter with pro pylthio uracil wo uld 
appear advisable at first.

WASHINGTON, May 10 — The 
United States anno unced to day an 
exchange o f no tes with 11 Marshall 
plan co untries, pledging them to 
co o perate in the reco very pro gram. 
The no tes 
are

o f 
fo rmal reco very agreements between 
the United States and each o f the 
Marshall plan co untries. 
In general they pledge the na­ 
tio n* receiving American help to 
these three po ints: 
1. 
Each co untry agrees to live up 
to the purpo ses o f the reco very act 
with the understanding that if it 
do es no t do so American aid will be 
cut o ff, 
2. Each co untry specifically de­ 
clares it is already engaged in co n­ 
tinuo us effo rts to make a success 
o f the jo int Euro pean Reco very pro ­ 
gram. 
3. 
Each co untry pro mises that 
it will set aside in its currency sums 
‘co mmensurate” 
with 
the 
do llar 
value o f free American aid. 
The 
depo sits are to be available fo r ad­ 
ministratio n o f American aid mis­ 
sio ns abro ad and fo r any o ther pur­ 
po ses o n which the United States 
an i the receiving co untry agree. 
In the J o int anno uncement by the 
State department and the Eco no mic 
Co o peratio n administratio n, it was 
stated that i l member natio ns o f 
the o rganizatio n fo r Euro pean eco ­ 
no mic co o peratio n have exchanged 
no tes with the United States. 
The l i are Britain, France, Swed­ 
en, Austria, Denmark, Iceland, Ire­ 
land, Italy, Luxembo urg, Nether­ 
lands and No rway. 
The anno uhcement said that no tes 
have no t been exchanged as o f to day 
with Greece, Po rtugal, Switzerland, 
Turkey and the Western zo nes o f 
Germany.

In the first p lace, it is necessary 
that at least three or fou r men are 
arou nd to handle the variou s du ties 
du ring those early days of p rac­ 
tice. 
The kids must be weeded out to 
•erne logical squad manner and 
must be looked ov er and classified 
according to training, experience 
and usefulness in certain positions. 
Indiv idual time must be giv en some 
of them In preparation for that 
tarty game in September and plays 
and fundamentals must he taught. 
It's a big job, even for a comp lete 
staff, which Salem does not now 
have.

around. But ev en then, more could 
handily be used. 
It’s those first 
days that are most v ital in foot­ 
ball preparation. 


WITHOUT PROPER help Salem 
is selling Its kids short. For they’re 
asked to comp ete against schools 
with more extensive coaching, more 
individu al help and more fu nda­ 
mental knowledge of football. 
There’s no su ch « thing as mass 
p rodu ction of football p layers by a 
one-man staff any longer. 
Assist­ 
ants are needed and they mu st be 
an intricate p art of the system 
from the word go. 
This column is not oriUxing any­ 
one in particular. It Is merely in­ 
tended to suggest now, while there 
is still plenty of time, that Salem’s 
coaching staff be brought up to par 
with those of its comparable op ­ 
ponents. 
B arrett always receives welcome 
assistance from ex-grads, volu n­ 
teers and the "sideline” gang. 
Bu t 
that isn’t the answer. 
Fu ll-time 
the assistance Is available B arrett | men are needed and they shou ld be 
on hand Au g.

This is kindly old Connie Mack's 
86th year—his 64th in baseball— 
and it p romises to be one of his hap ­ 
p iest. 
The v enerable manager of 
the 
patched- up Philadelphia Athletics, 
who has experienced innumerable 
thrills in his 48 seasons as boss of 
the same club, must be hav ing the 
time of his life watching his "cast­ 
off crew” make monkeys out of the

elite 
of

league. 
Only a mathematical oddity keep s 
this mu ch-abu sed ou tfit from oc­ 
cu p ying first p lace in the American 
leagu e. After yesterday’s dou ble vic­ 
tory over the Detroit Tigers, 10-5 and 
5-3, which boosted their winning 
streak to eight games, the Athletics 
actu ally lead the first p lace Cleve­ 
land Indians by a half game. The 
p ercentage table, however, 
shows 
the Indians in front by eight p oints. 
Here is why. Clev eland, with its 
twotriumphs ov er the Red Sox in 
Boston yesterday, 4-1 and 9 -5, has 
won 10 games and lost four for a 
.714 percentage. The A’s ha\¡e won 
12 and lost fiv e for .706. The New 
York Yankees, in third place, hav e 
a 10-6 mark, a game and a half be­ 
hind the Athletics, but only one 
game back of the leading Indians. 
The Yankees drubbed the Chicago 
White Sox, 8-09 . 
The Indians su rp rised the Bos­ 
ton Red Sox by coming from, be­ 
hind twice to cap tu re their dou ble- 
header. Trailing 1-0 on Ted Wil­ 
liams’ fou rth-inning home ru n, the 
Indians drew even in the next stanza 
when Ken Keltner conected for the 
first of his three home ru ns. 


Keltner’s second fou r-base knock 
came In the 10th Inning and sp arked 
a three-ru n rally which enabled 
Bob Feller to gain his third victory 
of the season. 
Williams’ second home run of 
the day and sev enth Of the season 
gav e the Red Sox a brief 5-2 lead 
in the second game, but the Indians 
came back with three round trip­ 
pers to win. 
The /St. Lou is Cardinals moved 
into first p lace 
in

leagu e. They p u shed > a half game 
ahead of the New York Giants by 
downing the Boston Braves, 6-4, 
while the Cu bs were shu tting ou t 
the Giants, 2-0, in Chicago.

COLUMBUS, May 10—George E. 
Haney, assistant track coach at Ohio 
State u niversity and an ardent fish­ 
erman, wou ld like other anglers 
arou nd the state to taste the joys 
of the sp inning reel. 
He says he bought a spinning 
reel last August, built himself a 
spinning rod, and has been a bug 
on the sport ev er 
since. 
His fa ­ 
v orite fishing waters are the beau­ 
tiful Oientangy, which runs hard 
by the univ ersity. 
“The regu lation sp inning lu res ru n 
too deep for waters like the Oien­ 
tangy,” he says "becau se they are 
continu ally snagging rocks, so I u se 
small size regu lar bass p lu gs and a 
rod mu ch stlffer than the regu lar 
sp inning rod. I like a mediu m six- 
foot casting rod. 
"I took some nice bass this way, 
and it is a great thrill to land them 
on such light tackle and line. In 
one pool I played a fish for 65 min­ 
utes before be finally broke loose 
on a straight-away run. Whatev er 
it was, it hit a speed and fight the 
maximum pressure of the six-pound 
line the entire time.” 
Haney says be doesn’t notice any 
lu ll in mid-su mmer along the Oien­ 
tangy like so many fishermen com­ 
p lain abou t.

At Lake Alma, 72 acres of crystal 
clear water lying in the hills one 
mile north-east of Wellston In Vin­ 
ton cou nty, abou t 1.5 fish p er hou r 
were cau ght, and a t Jackson lake 
in Sou theastern Ohio fishing was 
also p retty fair with 1.37 p er cent 
cau ght p er hou r.

Grooming George 
To Oppose Truman 


Norman Thomas To 
Seek Office Again 


READING, Pa , May 10—Lank, 
balding Norman Thomas undertook 
today another campaign for the 
presidency saying frankly he does 
not ex pect to come any closer to 
election that in his five previous 
tries as the Socialist nominee. 
But. the 63-year-old New Yorker 
told a reporter In an interview: 
“I Intend to campaign as vigor­ 
ously and widely as possible; not 
alone in search of votes but in fur­ 
therance of our organization and 
the program we Socialists believe Is 
right and best.” 
The 26th national convention of 
the Socialist party, in Its concluding 
session 
here yesterday, 
tendered 
Thomas its six th consecutive nomin­ 
ation for the presidency. The unani­ 
mous nomination was without op­ 
position among the 200 delegates, 
and he accepted with a pledge to 
make “our great concern in this 
campaign the winning of peace." 
Nominated as the vlce-presiden- 
Ual candidate was Tucker P. Smith 
of Highland Park. Mich., professor 
of economics at Olivet college and a 
former international representative 
of the CIO United Auto Workers. 
Smith, 49. a husky, active man. also 
has been a Socialist leader for years. 
Looking ahead to the campaign. 
Thomas described 194« as “a tumul­ 
tuous year.” 
Thomas said he is “doubtful” the 
G.O.P. will renominate Gov. Thomas 
Dewey, of New York, or back 
Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio” al­ 
though they ought to nominate 
Taft. He has been their leader on 
domestic affairs.”

WASHINGTON. May 10—Senator 
Walter George 
(D-Ga) 
is being 
groomed by some southerners in 
congress as their candidate to op­ 
pose President Truman for the Dem­ 
ocratic presidential nomination. 
Senator Russell (D-Ga) said today 
unless his senior colleague puts his 
foot down, George’s name will be 
offered at the Philadelphia con­ 
vention in July as Georgia’s candi­ 
date on a “states’ rights” platform. 
George, who defeated the late 
President 
Roosevelt’s attempt 
to 
“purge” him from the senate in 
1938 , is said by friends to be about 
willing to lead the fight against 
Trum ans civil rights program if 
he can be assured widespread south­ 
ern support. 
The possibility of putting up the 
Georgian as a candidate appeared 
likely to be discussed at a meeting 
of “states’ rights Democrats from 10 
states at Jackson, Miss., beginning 
today. Several others have been 
mentioned as possible candidates, 
including Gov. Fielding L. Wright 
of Mississippi and Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. 
Gov. Ben Laney of Arkansas said 
at Jackson he believes the south­ 
erners can block Truman’s nomina­ 
tion. 
Russell and Senator McClellan <D- 
Ark) have announced they will not 
campaign for Truman because of 
his stand in favor of anti-segrega­ 
tion, anti-poll tax . anti-lynching and 
anti-Job discrimination bills.

LAST YEAR President Truman 
appointed five civilians to study this 
country 's future air problems. 
In J a nua ry , 1948, this five-man 
croup 
ca lled the President’s air 
nohcy co mmissio n, made a report 
ca lled "surv iv a l in the air age.” 
Among o ther things, the commis­ 
sion told the President: 
An enemy nation—No one doubts 
Russia was meant—may have a lot 
of atom ic bombs by 1953, enough to 
start a war. 
If such a nation attacks us, the 
attack may be sudden. To be pre­ 
pared we need a stronger air foice 
than we have now. How strong? 
At least 70 groups by 1952, said 
the commission. To get that, we 
must start building up the air force 
now. Why ? 
Because, first, contracts for build- 
mg the planes must be given to the 
manufacturers so they 'll know how 
to plan production. Expanding the 
plants to make the planes takes 
pme. There’s no time to lose. 
If the planemakers can build 
planes between now and 1952, they 11 
be all set with the machinery to 
turn out planes fast 
if .we’re at­ 
tacked after 1952. 
Backed by the commission’s rec­ 
ommendation, W. Stuart Sy mington, 
secretary for air, told congress we 
need a 70-group air force. 
Truman didn't think we needed 
that many so soon. Neither did Sec­ 
retary of Defense Forrestal. For- 
restai said may be a 8 6-group force 
would be all right. 


BUT CONGRESS agreed with 
Sy mington and approved a 70 group 
air force. The bill passed by con­ 
gress probably will reach Truman 
next week. He is expected to sign 
it into law. 
Then the air force can start or­ 
dering the planes. It has its plans 
for the 70 group« ready . - 
And this is where y ou have to look 
at a few figures to see what all this 
means. 
When the U. 9. air force was at 
its peak in World War II, it had 


243 groups, or a total of about 40,- 
000 combat planes. 
Now is has 55 groups, with a total 
of 5,500 combat planes in active 
service and 7,500 in storage. 
The 70 groups will call for 6,8 69 
active planes and 8 .100 in storage. 
That doesn't just mean increas­ 
ing the 5,500 planes in the 55 groups 
to 6,8 69 in 70 groups. 
Year by y ear the older planes 
will have to be replaced to give 
this country the most-up-to-date 
air force in the world. 
So, although the air force this 
y ear will order 2,737* planes, y ear 
after y ear between now and 1952— 
and y ear after y ear bey ond that— 
it will have to keep on ordering 
thousands of planes.

WASHINGTON, May 10 — H ere’s

vernment, some tax money in 1049 . 
It doesn't m atter m uch th is y ear, 
jt tax experts said today y our 
¿holding tax under th e new law 
too low. It doesn’t pay all y our 
xes.

taxes. The new low rates will 
dance out in most cases, and m ay 
in leave a refund due on final 
.urns next March. 
But here’s the way the experts 
id it will work after 19 48 : 
Under the new law, just enough 
ioney is withheld to pay all taxes 


due at year’s end on the first $2,- ] 
000 of income after exemptions and 
deductions. 
A single person gets a $6 personal 
exemption. 
The 
tax computation 
tables allow him another $260 to 
cover deductions for contributions 
to charity, etc. If he makes exactly 
$2,8 60. therefore, his withholding 
deductions will cover fully all the 
taxes he will owe when he makes a 
final return. 
Those earning over $2,8 60, how­ 
ever, will have to add something 
to their withholding payments to 
cover their total tax. 
For those earning from $2,8 6 0 to 
$4,950 a year, the extra payment 
at year’s end will be a novelty. 
Hitherto, withholding has paid their 
full tax. 
Married couples get a better break 
han they did before. 
The new law allows them to split 
their income and thus get a bigger 
reduction than single persons, and 
withholding now covers them more 
fully. It will pay all their taxes now 
on incomes up to $5,720. The old law 
J 
bvered incomes only- as high as 
5,508 .
